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PRU GIVES $50,000 GRANT 


PRESS RELEASE - By Lorraine Lavender 


Mary Y. Puryear, Director of Community Resources at Pru- 
dential, recently presented Kabu Okai-Davies, Founder and 
CEO of African Globe Performing Arts Organization with a 
check in the amount of $50,000 to help this vital community 
theatre company “to get on its feet”. 

No smali feat was Mrs. Puryears eventual ascension to the 
position of Director of Community Resources of the Prudential 
Foundation. She began her employment in PAMCO (Pruden- 
tial Assistant Management Company) in Florham Park, New 
Jersey. The department's business was setting up pension 
plans for companies. Because of her charismatic nature, she 
was asked why she was in the financial side of the business 
when she should be in the people side. Mary took that advice 
and moving through the ranks, landed in the Prudential Foun- 
dation in 1988. Today Mary Y. Puryears office, located on the 
15th floor of the main office of Prudential on Broad Street in 
Newark is the hub of activity for the Foundation’s community 
funding. 

Equally amazing is African Globe's rise in five short years to 
be one of the ten best theatre companies in New Jersey for the 
year 2000. This is one of the reasons the Prudential 
Foundation’s grant committee agreed to support the organiza- 
tion. As Mrs. Puryear explained, Mr. Okai-Davies initiated a 
relationship with Prudential and articulated his dreams and 
goals to Mrs. Puryear long before he demonstrated his ability 
to develop a “venue for the community”. 

Although African Globe, through circumstances beyond their 
control, missed out on applying for the Anniversary Fund Grant, 
The Foundation saw the role this theater of color was playing 
in the community and that was the basis for their interest. An- 
other consideration was the untimely cancellation of Cross- 
roads’ 2000-2001 season which left the African American the- 
atre going community without alternative programming repre- 
sentative of their heritage. African Globe was suddenly thrust 
into the position of responding to a statewide crisis for live the- 
atre. 

As Mrs. Puryear pointed out, Mr. Okai-Davies had ap- 
proached the development of his business with the understand- 
ing that African Globe could not survive by non-profit means 
alone but also had to generate income so that his organization 
would be self supporting. Mrs. Puryear also pointed out the 
fact that grants in the non-profit world are so fickle, and the 
fortunes of financial institutions can change just as quickly. 
Nevertheless we are funding African Globe because this orga- 
nization is well positioned to succeed because Mr. Okai-Davies 
does not depend entirely on grants to support the operations 
of his company. 

“A grant this large is a mandate to challenge, help and em- 
power an organization” states Mrs. Puryear. This grant has a 
lot of meaning as to what resources are available to move to 
another level. Hopefully, this grant will help African Globe and 
attract other funders. 

Mr. Okai-Davies asks the community to continue their won- 
derful support of African Globe and thanks Prudential for be- 
lieving in Newark and its people.
